Wants Lower Merion to Get Busy 
on Chestnut Hill-Main Line Bridge 



Quickening of Lower Merion's 
interest in the proposed Chestnut 
Hill-P.ryn Mawr bridge over the 
Schuykill, was urged by Howard 
Stroncr, Narberth. regional plann- 
ing director, in a speech at the 
Bryn Mawr Firemen's Associa- 
tion annual banquet Saturday 
night. 

"The new bridge across the 
Schuylkill just above Mill Creek," 
he said, "will make it unnecessary 
for residents of Bryn Mawr and 
the Main Line to go five miles out! 
of their way to cross the river at

ASKS MERCHANTS 

TO BACK SERVICE 



Collection Agency Seeks to Put in 
Credit System for Main Line. 

Inauguration on the Main Line 
of a collection service described as| 
9 per cent, prevention and one perl 
cent, cure, was advocated by 
Charles S. Cook, of the Creditors* 
Service Association, at the Febru- 
ary meeting of the Narberth Board 
of Trade, held Monday night in the 1 
Narberth Theater Hall. With only 
13 members present, little business 
was transacted at the meeting. 

"Between 60,000 and 70,000 res- 
idents of the Main Line, from 
Bala to Paoli, will be listed in a 
book giving credit ratings, prop- 
erty holding, occupations and other 
facts of value to retail merchants,'* 
Mr. Cook stated in the course of 
his address. He asserted that adop- 
tion of the new service will effect an 
80 per cent, efficiency increase in 
bad-debt collections on the Main 
Line. 

"Information on credit ratings 
here will be available within three 
months after endorsement of the 
system by local merchants," Mr. 
Cook promised, "and a new book- 
giving revised ratings will be pub- 
lished each year. 

"Credit losses in the United 
States have exceeded fire losses for 
the last 13 years. Since 1919, the 
excess of wholesalers alone was one 
and a half billion dollars. Credit 
losses by wholesalers last year were 
greater than twice the cost of the 
Panama Canal; they amounted to 
$3640.12 for each minute of every 
10-hour working day in the year/' 
he said. "To remedy the evil pre- 
vention is needed." 



A widened Dudley avenue and 
a tunnel at that street were advo- 
cated by A. E. Wohlert. local nur- 
seryman, at the meeting of the 
Xarbarth Board of Trade on Mon- 
day evening, February '^ , at the 
Narberth Theater hall. The need 
for the tunnel is not immediate, 
but it should come at Dudley 
rather than Essex avenue because 
the latter is already too congested, 
and with the neck of the bottle ef- 
fect it would be utterly imprac- 
tical at "Essex avenue, the speaker 
pointed out. 

"One should consider that mure 
undeveloped farm lands lie in and 
around Narberth than any other 
suburb on the Main Line, and 
this means that Narberth has 
greater opportunity for expansion 
than any of its neighbors. With, 
the population of the suburbs in- 
creasing twice as fast as that of 
Philadelphia, immediate provision 
for the future is imperative." Mr. 
Wohlert said. 

I "Because real estate turnovers 
are slow at the present time it is 
no indication of what will take 
place ten or twenty years from 
now. Narberth has an exception- 
ally strategic position in relation 
to the city, and all of the adjacent 
farm lands are within twelve 
miles of the City Hall by motor. 
The day is not far distant when I 
Narberth will be built up solid I 
with apartment houses and Dud- 
ley avenue will be part of the busi- 
ness section. Widening this street 
twenty feet now is a small matter 
in providing for the future."

Gas and Electric Company which 
tiled new electric service tarirTs with 
the Public Service Commission at 
Harrislmrg. Mr. Mather's an- 
nouncement was made coincident 
with a statement by Arthur \\ . 
Thompson, president of the com- 
pany that a general reduction in the 
rate for electricity in the territory 
served by it would be made on April 
1. The company also has reduced 
the rate for gas in some of its dis- 
tricts. 

The Philadelphia Suburban-Coun- 
ties Gas and Electric Company 
operates in the counties surrounding 
Philadelphia. Since November, 
1925, the company has made 36 re- 
ductions in rates for gas and elec- 
tricity, with a total approximate 
savings to consumers of $1,876,820 
annually. The company's territory 
embraces about 1400 square miles, 
having a population of more than 
600,000.

At the meeting of the Narberth 
Fire Company on Tuesday eve- 
ning, February 28, the chairman 
of the building committee, E. C. 
(iris wold, announced that the 
blue prints and specifications for 
the proposed additions and altera- 
tions to the fire house had been 
approved by the committee and 
that they will be submitted to con- 
tractors who are residents of Nar- 
berth for bids. As soon as bids are 
received and the contract awarded 
the actual work will commence. 

The plans call for two additions 
and extensive alterations not to 
exceed S^o.(MK). The L at the 
front will be built out with a base- 
ment containing the lieating plant 
under it. The front of the engine 
room will be widened to allow 1 
three pieces of apparatus to be 
placed abreast. A hose tower for 
the drying of hose will be incor- 
porated in the front addition as 
well as a police room. A new 
council chamber will occupy the 
second floor front of the building 
and a permanent office for the 
Superintendent of Public Works. 
The large hall will be kept the 
same size by moving the stage 
back over a new addition at the 
rear. There will be ample dress- 
ing room, kitchen and toilet facili- 
ties on the second floor. The rear 
addition will contain a small hall 
on the first floor with kitchen fa- 
cilities and on the second will be 
the stage and dressing rooms. 

The entire building will receive 
uniform treatment on the exterior. 
The shingles will be removed 
from the sides and the walls / 
covered with wire lath and plas- i 
tered to match the additions. An 
asbestos shingle roof will be laid 
over the entire building.

HAVE $10,000 ALREADY 



Richard J. Hamilton, Jr., bank 
president and head of the Ard- 
more Chamber of Commerce, was 
appointed chairman of a commit- 
tee to boost the Alumni Scholar- 
ship Fund at the March meeting 
of the directors of the Lower 
Merion High School Alumni As- 
sociation, held last night in Ard- 
more. 

Approximately $1 0,000 is on 
hand, and an equal amount is 
sought in order that a permanent 
fund of $20,000 may be used to 
pay for four scholarships given 
one each year to an honor gradu- 
ate from the Lower Merion High 
School. Four graduates of the 
Ardmore institution are at pres- 
ent receiving the benefits of a col- 
lege education by means of help 
from the Alumni Association. 

Despite payments from the 
principal of the fund for scholar- 
ships already awarded, a balance 
of approximately $10,000 remains 
in the treasury after six years of 
assistance. It is proposed to raise 
a like sum in the near future, so 
that the fund will earn sufficient 
interest to pay for future scholar- 
ship awards without further with- 
drawals of the principal.

times, with an equivalent yearly 
saving to the gas consumers in its 
' territory of $977,227. During the 
same period the price of electricity 
to demostic and commercial lighting 
customers has been reduced, with an 
equivalent yearly saving to custom- 
ers of $899,593. " 

The new electric tariff eliminates 
the 1 1 cent sliding scale schedules. 

The Borough of Millbourne and 
the township of Upper Darby, 
Haverford, Marple, Radnor, New- 
town, Tredyffrin, Easttown, Willis- 
town, Upper Merion and Lower 
Merion.

The report of the highway committee 
submitted to Council at the meeting of 
February 13 by the chairman, Robert F.

This sec- 
tion of Haverford avenue was included 
in the enabling ordinance, which was 
passed in connection with the $75,000 
street improvement bond issue of 1925 
and is thereby eligible to be paved out of 
funds from that bond issue, which are 
still available. 

Thc reason why Haverford avenue was 
not paved when" other streets were, in 
connection with the bond issue program, 
was because it was impossible to get the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company to agree 
to the terms as one of the abutting prop- 
erty owners. It is necessary, under the 
bond issue program, for the abutting 
property owners to install sidewalks and 
curbs where ordered, to pay in full for 
the cost of two feet of gutter and 30 per 
cent, of thc cost of paving the cartway. 
The signatures of four- fifths of the abut- 
ting property owners, indicating their 
agreement to these terms, are necessary , 
before thc borough can proceed with the i 
work. 

The fact that the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company is the owner of all the , 
abutting property on the south side of j 
that extension of Haverford avenue 
gives them a practical veto on any im- 
provement program so long as they 
decline to agree to it. The railroad 
officials intimated three years ago 
when the general paving program was 
under way that later when they were 
able to proceed with the improvements 
in connection with the Narberth sta- 
tion, it would be more convenient for 
them to agree to any program of street 
improvement on Haverford avenue. , 
On January 30 your chairman ad- \ 
dressed a letter to Mr. R. P. Russell, 
Superintendent of the Philadelphia 
Terminal Division of thc Pennsylvania ; 
Railroad Company, telling him of thc ] 
urgent desire of thc property owners 
and of this committee to put through ;

we would hear from him as soon as the 
engineer had reported. 

Your committee transmits herewith 
a- deed wherebv Jenny B. Loos con- 
veys to the Borough of Narberth a 
tract of ground comprising the bed of 
Shirley lane, so called. This deed was 
drawn under the supervision of the 
borough Solicitor. It is our under- 
standing that thc acceptance of this 
deed and the recording of it at Norris- 
town automatically causes Shirley 
lane to become in every sense of the 
word a public street belonging to the 
Borough of Narberth. At the request 
of this committee the Superintendent 
of Public Works has made a personal 
inspection of Shirley lane within the 
past week, and has reported that m 
all respects it conforms to thc bor- 
ough standards and requirements. We, 
therefore, recommend the acceptance 
of Mrs. Loos's deed and the street 
which it conveys. 

We are informed through the public 
press that the Public Service Commis- 
sion has granted the Montgomery Bus 
Company permission to operate busses 
through Wynnewood avenue. Experi- 
ence with the other two bus lines, al- 
ready routed through the borough, has 
indicated that the cost of street main- 
tenance on the bus routes is material- 
ly increased. There is every reason to 
believe that Wvnnewod avenue, which 
has not previously been regularly sub- 
jected to heavy traffic, will require 
more immediate and more expensive , 
repairs, because of bus operations 
thereon than would otherwise have 
been the cause. Your committee there- 
fore recommends that Council ascer- 
tain thc legal ability of the borough , 
to levy taxes upon public convey- 
ances and, if possible, to report into ■ 
Council a new ordinance or an amend- ! 
ment of existing ones whereby the , 
borough will be able to derive from 
the Montgomery Bus Company a re- .

ADVOCATES ORNITHOLOGY 



Publisher Tells Business Men to 
Take up Nature Study. 

"The business man without a 
hobby doesn't often last long after 
he retires ; the man with outside in- 
terests is too busy to think about 
dying," was the theme of a talk on 
out-of-door hobbies at the Bala- 
Cymvyd- Narberth Rotary Club. 

Philip A. Livingston, local pub- 
lisher, was the speaker in one of 
the regular series of talks by mem- 
bers. He is an associate of several 
laturalists* organizations and editor 
A "Cassinia," a Philadelphia maga- 
zine devoted to ornithology. 

Despite the rapid building up of 
the Main Line, it is possible to 
study hundreds of species of birds, 
wild flowers and trees without leav- 
ing the towns. The Rotarians, 
many of whom are fishermen, were 
urged to learn the birds of the sea- 
coast visible from the fishing boats. 

The 1928 spring migration is just 
beginning, and nearly 200 different 
species of birds can be observed in 
and about the Main Line during the 
year. Nature study and conserva- 
tion can be made a lifelong avoca- 
tion, the speaker declared, of suffi- 
cient interest to form an absorbing 
occupation after business days are 
over. Hunting, fishing, collecting, 
sports and other hobbies were 
touched on.

2. Abnormal blood pressure is relieved 
abstention not only from meat alone, but from 
excess of any and all food. 

3. Iron and sulphur needed by the blood are 
contained in meat in greater concentration than in 
most other foods; and meat, therefore, should be eaten 
despite any ascetic prejudices against it that 
vegetarians have sought to arouse. 

These findings of eminent physicians, con- 
tained in an article published by Dr. Ruth F. 
Wadsworth in the October 22, 1927, issue of 
Collier's, speak for themselves.

$1.60 for every one dollar that his Merion neighbor pays 
in taxes, is an indictment of that system which imposes 
such an economic handicap. Prima facie the verification 
of this fact proves the case. 

The first duty imposed upon the local political unit — 
the protection of persons and nroperty. We hire our 
police protection from the township. 

Next comes the provision of the means for free edu- 
cation for every child between the ages of six and 
eighteen years. In Narberth Borough we maintain a 
school plant for those irom six to fifteen years and hire 
township facilities for those fifteen and eighteen in- i 
elusive. ' 

Then comes the various public utilities, probablv in 
order of importance as follows: Water supply— for 
that service we grant a franchise to a private company 
—each resident paying for his individual service. Fire 
Protection— Narberth Borough and Township alike have 
private fire companies both suppoited in part from pri- 
vate drives and taxes. Sewers— the borough resident's 
tax bill includes sewer rental. The township resident ' 
pay a rental of $3.00 per bathroom connected. 

Gas, electricity, transportation. Both residents are 
served by the same private corporations operating un- 
der franchise granted. 

Street improvements— In the borough practically all 
streets are paved; and in the township, practically all 
streets that are "built up," i. e., where the abutting 
properties are improved are paved. 

Health departments, building inspection, regulation of 
milk supply, etc., are functions carried on in both units. 
The borough arranges with the township for its milk 
inspection. In both units garbage is removed out of 
the common fund (taxes) while in the borough the re- 
moval of ashes is included. In the township this func- 
tion is being done in some sections in an experimental ' 
way, but as yet in general the resident arranges with 
private contractors for this service. The cost per week 
for having the ashes taken from the basement and 
sweeping up ranges in sections from 50 cents to $1.00 
per week for the heating season. 

Are we not by our self-imposed political isolation 
denying ourselves a voice in the government of the 
township in which we reside ? We cannot get in or out 
of our area without using the township highways: we 
hire certain school, police and sewer facilities, but have 
no voice in the government thereof. 

What do we get for the $1.60 that our Merion neigh- 
bor does not get for $1.00 ? Say we get back in sewer 
and ash service 17 cents. We still are paying $1.43 
against the Merion man's $1.00.
